CMA CELEBRATES CIRCLEFEST 

(Cleveland, OH) For thousands of years, people around the world have celebrated the holidays 
with a ceremonial display of decorative lights. In honor of this age-old tradition, the Cleveland 
Museum of Art will host its fourth annual Winter Lights Lantern Festival. This stunning display 
of holiday lights is one of many events taking place during University Circle's annual 
Holiday CircleFest — a festive evening of holiday music, crafts, food and drinks hosted by the 
University Circle community on Wednesday, December 3, 1997 from 5 to 9 p.m. 

In preparation for the lantern festival, the museum will offer a series of Lantern-Making 
Workshops on Thursday mornings, Friday evenings, and Sunday afternoons from 
November 6 to 30. These will feature lanterns influenced by the cultures of South America and 
Asia The admission fee is $15 for individuals; $35 for families. The workshop fee includes one 
lantern per person and the option of attending an unlimited number of workshops. (There will be a 
$5 fee for each additional lantern.) To register, call (216) 421-7340, ext. 483. Children under 15 
must register with an adult. 

In the Thursday sessions, participants will learn to make Indonesian folk-style lanterns 
made from Japanese paper which participants will batik with their own designs. The paper is then 
applied to a custom-designed wire frame. The workshops will be offered on the following 
Thursdays; November, 6, 13 and 20 from 9;30 a.m. to noon. 

Pierced tin lanterns influenced by Mexican tin art will be taught in the Friday workshop 
sessions on November 7, 14, and 21 from 6;30 to 8;30 p.m. 

The Sunday workshop sessions will teach participants how to make Japanese-style lanterns 
with red-twig dogwood frames covered with Nepalese bark paper. These workshops will be offered 
November 9, 16, 23, and 30 from 2 to 4 p.m. 

There will also be free lantern making on the evening of Holiday CircleFest from 
5 to 7;30 p.m. inside the museum's Armor Court. A display of handmade lanterns will be on view 
in the indoor Garden Court and the north lobby. The evening's highlight will be a glowing 
procession of handmade lanterns, beginning at 8 p.m. at the museum's north doors and proceeding 
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out to Wade Oval Green. Joining the procession will be a colorful, 12-foot illuminated silk dragon 
and a 16-foot firebird from the 1996 and 1997 Parade the Circle celebrations, as well as handmade 
lanterns by Cleveland area artists. 

Other museum festivities for Holiday CircleFest include Story Time With Hassan in 
Gartner Auditorium from 7 to 8 p.m, and a return appearance by the Joe DeJamette Jazz 
Ensemble in the indoor Garden Court from 6 to 7:30 p.m. The museum's musical arts curator 
Karel Paukert will give demonstrations on the museum's pipe organ from 6 to 6:45 p.m. and from 
8:15 to 9 p.m. The Museum Cafe will serve holiday refreshments, and a wide array of unique gifts 
will be available in the Art Museum Store. In addition to its large selection of fine art holiday cards, 
the Museum Store will be displaying new gift merchandise based on art from the famous Vatican 
treasuries, to be featured in a winter exhibition at CMA. 

Key presenters of Holiday CircIeFest — all of which will be open that evening — are (in 
alphabetical order) Case Western Reserve University, the Cleveland Botanical Garden, the 
Cleveland Institute of Art, the Cleveland Institute of Music, the Cleveland Museum of Art, the 
Cleveland Museum of Natural History, Severance Hall (home of the Cleveland Orchestra), and the 
Western Reserve Historical Society. The Cleveland Museum of Art is always free; for this special 
evening, all University Circle institutions will be open free of charge. For more information about 
other Holiday CirdeFest events, please contact Donna Spiegler at University Circle Incorporated:
